The Popular Parks 


The best-known and most sp ectacu larly endowed 
attractions in America’s national p ark sy stem are 
in the mostly wide-open West bu t it tu rns ou t the 
most p op u lar sites, in term s of total v isits, are 
mu ch closer to the bu lk of the p op u lation. 
Eight of the most p op u lar areas for last y ear's 
v acationers are east of the Mississip p i, the Blu e 
Ridge Parkway in Virginia and North Carolina 
leading the list with 11,8 65 ,100 v isitors hav ing check­ 
ed in. Other attractions in the most-p op u lar gmu p 
range from Washington’s historical monu ments to 
Cap e Cod's u nsp oiled seashore. 
Visits to all areas in the national sy stem last 
y ear totaled almost 164 million, u p 8 .7 p er cent 
from 1968 . A sim ilar increase this y ear wou ld mean 
something like 18 0 million v isits, or close to one 
p er American. 
Not a bad retu rn at all on ou r 23-million-acre u > 
v estment in scenery , history and recreation.

Westward Ho, Teachers

new generation of discip les. 


The great editor’s adv ice of a centu ry ago to “ go 
West” is su ddenly being taken by teachers who, 
according to a recent news item, are fleeing the 
edu cational and env ironmental crises of the cities 
for the wide-open sp aces of Montana. 


The u nderp op u lated mou ntain state, long on scen­ 
ery bu t short on ap p eal for the sop histicated, only 
a few y ears ago had p roblems staffing its scnoois.

That in itself ju st might be enou gh of a shock 
to many a financially p ressed metrop olis to p u t 
new life into the env ironmental cleanu p camp aign.

Henry Ford, for ex amp le, re­ 
q u ired his men to chew instead 
of smoke following a fire in his 
au tomobile accidentally started 
by a cigarette - smoking em ­ 
p loy e. Then 
he 
stop p ed 
his 
workers from chewing becau se 
they sp it into the new cars. 
Now this hatefu l thinking has 
seep ed into the v ery corridors 
of the U.S. gov ernment You ng 
whip p ersnap p er 
congressmen 
who grew u p on F leer’s Dou ble 
Bu bble or Bazooka gu m p ose as 
a seriou s threat to those of u s 
who relish finer talents. 
It is good to know, at a time 
like this, that Vice - President 
Agnew is there p rotecting ou r 
right to sp it.

that 
(du al national 
Bernadine Dohrn, leader of the 
headq u arters) of the National 
SDS said: 
“The third p erson 
who was killed there (in the 
New York bomb-making brown- 
stone center — VR) was Terry 
Robbins, who led the first re­ 
bellion at Kent State less than 
two y ears ago.” 
Relev ancy then forces the in­ 
q u irer to trace Terry Robbins 
back to the site of the tragic 
Kent State Fou r. The late com­ 
rade Robbins indeed did u se 
Kent State U. as his rev olu ­ 
tionary fief. He “ worked'1 the 
camp u s as one of the Clev e’and- 
Colu mbu s 
regional 
SDS ac­ 
tiv ists. He was p art 
and 
co­ 
director of the driv e to radical­ 
ize the camp u s. 
Thu s he was co-au thor of one 
rev olu tionary tract — “ The War 
Is on at Kent State” — and on 
his own 
wrote, 
“Organizers’ 
Manu al for the Sp ring Offen­ 
siv e.” At Kent State U-, 
of 
cou rse 
He had mu ch to say abou t 
activ ating the stu dents bu t few 
of his lines are as relev ant as 
this section: “ Du ring the cou rse 
of the stru ggle it will p robably 
be necessary and help fu l to car­ 
ry ou t a series of escalating 
‘m ini’ actions to help bu ild con­ 
sciou sness and dram atize the 
issu e. Beginning with gu errilla 
theatre actions in dorms we can 
escalate to disru p ting classes, 
street m arches, q u ick assau lts 
on bu ildings, etc., before mov ­ 
ing to the m ajor confrontation 
of the stru ggle.” 
EARLIER HE WROTE call­ 
ing for “dorm and classroom 
organizing, 
taking 
the 
issu es 
and the demands directly to 
the peop le, sp eaking in dorm s, 
setting u p dorm cadres, agita­ 
ting in relev ant classes abou t 
the 
militarization 
and 
imp e­ 
rialism , film festiv als: The re­ 
gional office in Clev eland has 
many films relating to m ilitari­ 
zation, Hanoi 3, weap ons, p igs, 
Colu mbia Rev olt, the Black Pan­ 
thers, etc. “ Peop le can u se this 
in dorms and classes and also 
arrange a one night film festi­ 
v al — u sing fou r or fiv e films, 
p olitical rap s, gu errilla theatre, 
etc.” 
These are merely some of the 
cadre directiv es written by one 
of three SDSers who blew them­ 
selv es to 
bits 
while 
making 
bombs in New York. Thu s it is 
not irrelev ant for the FBI Civ il 
Rights Div ision agents to in­ 
q u ire at Kent State U. whether 
rep orts they had of one or two 
instru ctors 
teaching 
Molotov 
cocktail making and street tac­ 
tics were tru e. The FBI 
men, 
FB I men, following instru ction 
m ade m andatory u nder the civ ­ 
il rights statu tes, attem p ted to 


following instru ction made m an­ 
datory u nder the civ il rights 
statu tes, attem p ted to q u estion 
at least one p rofessor. He re­ 
fu sed to answer. So the agents 
q u estioned some stu dents. The 
relev ant answer was affirm a­ 
tiv e. Yes, here had been secret 
mini-classes in bomb making. 
Thu s, it was an there. The 
oratory calling for the u se of 
gu ns on the camp u s. The ex ­ 
hortations that the u niv ersity 
be bu rned down. The steady v is­ 
its by Colu mbu s - Clev eland, 
Ohio, SDS 
region 
organizers. 
The long series of rap gather­ 
ings (sku ll sessions). And the 
statem ent by the 
u niv ersity ’s 
President, Robert I. White, on 
Ju ne 24, 1969. 
HE 
SAID, 
“ IT 
BECAME 
q u ite clear (in the winter of 
1968 — VR) that the u niv ersity 
wou ld be a target for p lanned 
disru p tions by a relativ ely small 
grou p du ring the sp ring q u ar­ 
ter. . .” 
Thu s it is relev ant to observ e 
that, while to the rest of Amer­ 
ica Kent State U. was an ob­ 
scu re, bu colic school, the SDS 
m ade it one of their basic con­ 
centration objectiv es. 
Why ? 
There are many reasons Not 
the least of which is the effort 
to sm ash the u niv ersity ’s mili­ 
tarily v alu able Liq u id Cry s'al 
Institu te —■ one of only two in 
the U.S. 
There is ev idence that this 
Institu te is internationally fam ­ 
ed. The Sov iet Union, for ex ­ 
amp le, long has had great cu ri­ 
osity ov er this ex p erimentation 
center in liq u id cry stals 
which 
change v iv id colors — so sensi­ 
tiv e are they — at the slightest, 
most 
infinitesimal 
change 
in 
nearby heat. Thu s troop s can 
detect the p resence of nearby 
men (p ossibly waiting in am ­ 
bu sh) or some distant u nseen 


camp fire. 
These liq u id cry stal chemical 
su bstances hav e been u sed in 
many fields inclu ding warfare, 
medicine, electronics and aero­ 
sp ace. Cry stals hav e been u sed 
in wind tu nnel tests, cancer di­ 
agnosis and for nondestru ctiv e 
testing in electronics. 
And it is relev ant that the 
Sov iet Union’s Academy of Sci­ 
ence recently inv ited the Liq u id 
Cry stal Institu te fou nder and di­ 
rector, Dr. Glenn H. Brown, to 
v isit sev eral research institu tes 
and 
academic 
institu tions 
in 
the USSR. 
THE SOVIET 
INVITATION 
giv es Dr. Brown the p riv ilege 
of v isiting any Sov iet academic 
or research institu tion he choos­ 
es —■ ju st so long as he comes. 
This, indeed, is an u nu su al p riv i­ 
lege. The words u sed by offi­ 
cials at the National 
Science 
Fou ndation here cite this as a 
“ highly u nu su al” p riv ilege. 
Professor 
Brown 
organized 
the 
first 
“ International 
Con­ 
ference on Liq u id Cry stals” in 
1965 . 
And it was held at Kent State 
U 
In 1968 he ran a second su ch 
conference. 
He now chairs a 
committee to ru n a third con­ 
ference in 
West 
Berlin 
this 
su m m er. 
So. y ou may not hav e known 
of the v alu e of liq u id cry stals. 
Bu t the SDS did. The Sov iet Un­ 
ion did. And, of cou rse, ou r own 
m ilitary did. 
None of this will soften the 
tortu re of the p arents of the 
y ou ngsters whose blood grimly 
p ockmarked 
the 
camp u s 
for 
some tragic hou rs. Bu t it is 
highly relev ant to learn who 
cried for blood and why Kent 
State U. was and is su ch a 
p rize, w arranting the fiery at­ 
tention of the SDS’s leading ni­ 
hilists.

the festiv ities. Peop le stood on 
their front lawns and watched 
u s as we m arched ou t to the 
cem etery to honor ou r com­ 
rades who hav e gone before u s. 
We marched single file into 
the cemetery where the Stars

THE UNION LEADERS are 
already say ing that, if they get 
the scheme into op eration 
in 
the p ostal 
serv ice, 
with 
its 
75 0.000 workers, they will en­ 
deav or to obtain the sam e ar­ 
rangem ent for all civ ilian work­ 
ers in the federal gov ernment. 
There is an intimation that they 
will seek to ex tend it to state, 
cou nty and city gov ernments. 
Nlneeen states p rohibit any 
Interference with the “ right to 
work,” 
bu t 
forced 
u nionism 
cou ld be imp osed on p u blic em­ 
p loy es in the other 31 states. 
In the ex ecu tiv e order Presi­ 
dent Kennedy 
issu ed 
in 
1962 
au thorizing for the first tim e 
the u nionization of federal em ­ 
p loy es, 
comp u lsory 
u nionism 
was 
sp ecifically 
p rohibited. 
This was reaffirmed by Presi­ 
dent Nix on in his ex ecu tiv e or­ 
der cov ering labor - m anage­ 
ment relations in the federal 
serv ice, 
effectiv e 
Janu ary 
1, 
1970. 
It ex orcslv giv er, 
each 
emp loy e “ the right, freely and 
withou t fear of p enalty or re­ 
p risal, to form, join, and assist 
a labor organization or to re­ 
frain from any su ch activ ity , 
and each emp loy e shall be p ro­ 
tected in the ex ercise of this 
right.” 
The 
new 
legislation 
wou ld withdraw that p rotection 
so far as p ostal workers 
are 
concerned. 


COMPULSORY 
u nionization 
has long been a m atter of con­ 
trov ersy in America, and 
it 
wou ld be logical to assu me that 
the “ Liberals” wou ld be the 
first to denou nce any effort to 
p enalize a federal emp loy e who 
refu ses to be forced to join a 
u nion. Bu t they hav e v ery rare­ 
ly sp oken ou t against su ch co­ 
ercion ev en in non-p u blic em ­ 
p loy ment. Possibly this is be­ 
cau se they hav e been friendly 
to the cau se of labor in a gen­ 
eral sense. 
If, of cou rse, the deliv ery of 
the mails is tu rned ov er to a 
p riv ate organization and 
the 
gov ernment has no p ower ov er 
it ex cep t to contract for serv ice, 
su ch a corp oration cou ld deal 
with u nions that insist on a “ u n­ 
ion shop .” Bu t there is no sign 
as y et that the gov ernment will 
comp letely detach itself from 
whatev er p roject is set u p to 
handle the mail serv ice. The 
“ Washington Daily News” said 
the other day in an editorial; 
“ The p ost office Ls a p u blic 
serv ice, and ev en u nder the re­ 
form bill wou ld be financed in 
p art by tax es. It ou ght not be 
su bject to ru le, directly or in­ 
directly , by u nion p oliticians. 


“ GOVERNMENT 
SERVICE 
shou ld be op en to any citizen 
who wishes to work for the 
gov ernment, who is needed and 
who can q u alify for the job, 
whether or not he belongs to a 
u nion.” 
In these day s of sp ectacu lar 
controv ersy and debate on p u b­ 
lic issu es, mu ch emp hasis 
is 
p laced on “ repressio n” as an 
u ndemocratic 
attitu de 
toward 
the rights of a free p eop le. Bu t 
somehow the comp u lsion inv olv ­ 
ed in req u iring a worker to join 
a u nion as the p rice of keep ing 
a job in the gov ernment itself 
seems to hav e been comp letely 
neglected by the intellectu als as 
well as by all activ ists su p . os- 
dly interested in the cau se of 
tru e freedom for the indiv idu al 
in America. 
There are no signs of any 
p icket lines or “ demonstrations” 
to p rotest against comp u lsory 
m em bership in a labor organi­ 
zation. Perhap s “ Conserv ativ es” 
who op p ose su ch coercion won 
this label becau se they believ e 
in 
“conserv ing” 
indiv idu al 
rights.
